There  will  be  3,500  language 
students  from  Central  and  South- 
ern Utah  converging  on  BYU  Sat- 
urday for  the  Region  Four  For- 
eign Language  Fair,  which  is 
sponsored  by  the  Junior  Division 
of  the  Utah  Academy  of  Sciences, 
Arts  and  Letters.

Honor,  Loyalty 
Discussed  By 
Alvin  R.  Dyer 

“Loyality  is  a good  principle, 
but  not  if  it  means  the  surrender 
of  honor.” 

So  said  Alvin  R.  Dyer,  assistant 
to  the  council  of  Twelve  Apostles 
of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints,  in  his  ad- 
dress at  Tuesday’s  Devotional  As- 
sembly in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

“IN  ORDER  TO  achieve  honor 
one  must  weigh  in  the  balance 
his  place  of  loyalty,”  Elder  Dyer 
pointed  out,  and  cited  a recent 
incident  where  a young  boy  was 
shot  as  a result  of  a false  sense 
of  loyalty  when  he  refused  to 
desert  his  friends  who  had  ‘turn- 
ed bad.’ 

The  church  leader  denounced 
the  use  of  narcotics  to  create 
pleasures  and  emphasized  to  his 
listeners  that  “when  unnatural 
pleasures  are  sought  an  unbal- 
ance occurs.” 

“Basically  and  ethically  a man 
cannot  be  both  bad  and  good  . . . 
happiness  must  be  earned  .... 
no  one  is  miserable  when  they 
pay  the  price  of  happiness,”  he 
said. 

- “THE  3IOST  IMPORTANT 

phase  of  the  Gospel  is  that  which 
reaches  into  the  fibers  of  the 
personal  self,”  Elder  Dyer  coun- 
seled, and  quoted  the  Master  as 
saying  “only  that  which  comes 
from  within  can  defile  us.” 

“This  touches  on  what  a person 
really  is  and  not  what  he  appears 
to  be,”  he  said. 

ELDER  DYER  concluded  by 
stating  “there  are  no  heights  that 
can’t  be  reached  with  honor  and 
loyalty.” 

Elder  Dyer’s  theme  of  Honor 
and  Loyalty  is  in  accordance  with 
“the  Spirit  of  the  ‘Y’  ” week  now 
being  observed. 


1,000  Incomplete  Marks 
Make  Problem  Situation 

More  than  1,000  students  received  incomplete  marks 
diu-ing  the  past  semester  in  a situation  that  is  becoming  a 
major  problem  on  the  BYU  campus,  according  to  Darrell 
Moses,  Academic  Standards  Chairman. 

DR.  MOSES  REPORTED  that  each  semester  many  stu- 
dents approach  teachers  suggesting  an  incomplete  be  award- 
ed and  additional  time  be  allowed  to  complete  course  work, 
after  having  failed  to  complete  the  course  work  within  the 
alloted  time. 

“It  is  not  justice  to  allow  the  few-  students  additional 
time  to  complete  work  in  order  that  they  may  earn  a hig"!!®- 
grade  while  most  students  have  had  to  complete  the  se- 
mester’s work  witliin  the  alloted  time,”  he  said. 

THE  “INCOMPLETE”  is  to  be  awarded  only  when  ex- 
tenuating circumstances  such  as  illness  or  accident  cause 
students  to  miss  some  of  the  final  work  of  the  semester.  If 
work  is  missed  for  these  same  reasons  early  in  the  semester, 
a withdrawal  (“W”)  mark  should  be  secured. 

“The  “I”  is  never  given  when  the  student  has  failed  or 
is  failing  the  course  nor  to  allow  additional  time  to  do  a 
semester’s  work,”  Dr.  Moses  explained. 

A STL’DENT  GAINING  a legitimate  incomplete  should 
arrange  with  his  teacher  and  the  Academic  Standards  Com- 
mittee for  a feasible  length  of  time  for  the  mark  to  be  made 
up  so  that  possible  academic  suspension  or  probation  can 
be  delayed  until  the  final  grade  is  earned.  No  grade-points 
are  awarded  for  an  incomplete  until  the  work  is  completed  i

Southern  Opposition  Up 
Over  LBJ  Voting  Bill 


WASHINGTON  (AP)— South 
ern  opposition  exploded  in  the 
Senate  Tuesday  to  President 
Johnson’s  proposed  Voting 
Rights  Bill.  Sen.  Allen  J.  Ellen- 
der,  D-La.,  threatened  to  filibus- 
ter against  it  “as  long  as  the 
Lord  gives  me  breath.” 

SENS.  JOHN  SPARKMAN,  D- 
Ala.,  and  Herman  E.  Talmadge, 
D-Ga.,  attacked  the  proposed 
measure’s  constitutionality.  He 
and  Ellender  said  Johnson  was 
following  recommendations  of 
Dr.  Martin  Luther  King,  Negro 
leader. 

“I  am  sorry  to  note,”  Ellender 
told  his  colleagues,  “that  the 
President  of  the  United  States 
has  fallen  to  the  will  and  the  ac- 
tions of  Dr.  King  in  providing 
for  this  legislation.” 

Ellender  said  he  would  not  de- 
fend the  actions  of  some  South- 
ern counties  and  parishes  in  de- 
nying Negroes  the  right  to  reg- 
ister as  voters.  But  he  said  that 
if  Senators  knew  the  conditions 
some  of  these  areas  they 
might  be  more  sympathetic. 

“If  Congress  passes  a law  set- 
ting out  the  qualifications  of 
voters,  he  said,  “overnight  we 
are  going  to  have  governments 
of  counties  and  cities  in  the 
hands  of  incompetents.” 


HE  SAID  THE  South  was  mak- 
ing progress  in  trying  to  educate 
tlie  Negroes  and  if  given  time 
the  Negroes  would  • “become 
competent  by  means  of  educa- 
tion.” 

Ellender  asserted  that  King 
wants  a bill  under  which  any 
citizen  merely  could  write  his 
name  and  address  and  the  length 
of  his  residence,  sign  it,  and  be 
permitted  to  vote. 

“If  the  President’s  bill  is  go- 
ing to  take  away  from  the  states 
the  constitutional  right  to  fix  the 
qualification  of  voters,  I will  fil 
ibuster  against  it  and  talk 
against  it  as  long  as  God  gives 
me  breath.” 

SPARKMAN  TOLD  the  Senate 
that  qualified  Negro  voters  were 
being  registered  in  Selma,  Ala., 
before  demonstrations  began 
there  “and  they  will  be  given  the 
opportunity  to  register  after 
they  end.” 

Sparkman  said  that  sponsors 
of  the  1964  Civil  Rights  Act, 
which  he  opposed,  had  promised 
that  its  passage  would  end  dem- 
onstrations in  the  street.  He  said 
a “Great  majority  of  the  people 
of  Alabama”  still  opjwse  that 
legislation  but  accept  it  as  law 
and  are  willing  to  abide  by  it. 
But  he  said  demonstrating  Ne- 
groes were  flouting  other  laws.

To  toughen  their  hands  and 
feet.  Karate  enthusiasts  break 
cinder  blocks  and  two  by  fours 
with  their  fingers,  toes  and  what- 
have-you. 

BECAUSE  of  its  danger,  em- 
phasis is  pl^ed  on  using  Karate 


only  as  a last  resort.  In  many 
cases  members  would  sooner  re- 
ceive a punch  then  chance  hurt- 
ing a person. 

It  is  similar  to  Judo.  Both  can 
be  used  for  defense  or  for  kill- 
ing if  necessary. 

Unlike  Judo,  Karate  is  more 
deadly,  more  powerful,  and  more 
difficult  to  master.  But  when  it 
is,  brother,  watch  out.

Students  are  urged  to  inform 
friends  and  relatives  who  plan 
to  enter  BYU  as  freshmen  for 
the  first  time  next  fall  that  only 
two  dates  remain  for  taking  the 
American  College  Test,  which  is 
required  prior  to  acceptance,  ac- 
cording to  President  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson.  Deadline  for  applica- 
r tion  to  enter  BYU  is  July  31. 

THE  RESULTS  of  the  ACT 
must  accompany  the  application 
for  admission  this  year.  In  pre- 
vious years  this  was  not  requir- 
ed, but  due  to  the  delay  in  ad- 
visement and  registration  this 
caused,  the  policy  has  been 
changed. 

THE  TEST,  which  costs  four 


dollars,  is  given  on  Saturday 
mornings  at  testing  centers  lo- 
cated in  all  states  in  Nov.,  Feb., 
Apr.,  and  May.  Testing  centers 
are  usually  located  at  colleges  or 
high  schools. 

REGISTRATION  period  for  the 
Apr.  24  test  is  Feb.  22  to  Apr. 
3 and  registration  period  for  the 
June  19  test  is  Apr.  26  to  JuiV 
5.  Between  June  19  and  July  31 
some  hardship  cases  can  be  hand- 
led and  the  test  taken  at  BYU 
by  special  permission  of  the  Ad- 
missions Office.
